Fiteh, General Clarke and others, that 
no other words could be used to ex 
press the true condition of the ‘‘wants’’ 
of our people. We want free coinage 
and we don’t want anything else. | If 
people would stop and think for a 
moment/of the meaning of ‘‘want’’ and 
‘“don’t want” they wopld conclude the 
language of the resolutions expresses 
exactly what they desire. It Was 
stated/in the convention by every one 
who spoke that the sentiment of our 
people was for free coinage. 
But right here our critics come in 
and gay, “‘ Yes, we are all in favor of 
free coinage, but if we can’t get that 
my get the best thing—get half a 
”” 
I may be obtuse, but for the life of 
me I can’t see how the question is to 
be divided. How are they going to 
yet any half loaf out of it? They cer- 
tainly can’t intend half free coinage 
and half not. Free coinage means 
something definite and certain; it means 
that silver is to be treated at Govern- 
ment mints the same as gold; the 
same as it was previous to the act of 
Congress of 1873, which virtually de- 
throned silver as a royal metal and 
which én fact reduced it to the level of 
corn, cotton and pig-irop. Does any 
one think for a moment that it is pos- 
sible for Congress or any other power 
to raise silver from a commodity to a 
half-way station? If not, then where 
does the half loaf come in? Silver 
must occupy one or the other of two 
positions, either it is simply a com- 
modity like corn, cotton or pig-iron, or 
must be recognized as a worthy con- 
sort of gold, a place it filled in the 
minds of men aud nations for more 
than a thousand years, only to be 
stri¢ken down by vandal hands in the 
year of our Lord 1873. 
The next argument urged is that we 
ought to have our delegation in Con- 
gress free to do the next best thing— 
to vote either for the Windom bill, the 
Senate finance bill or some other simi- 
lar measure which may be pending or 
that may. be brought forward. But 
we don’t want the Windom bill nor the 
Senate finance bill, and if we don’t 
want them, then why is it wrong to so 
say to our representatives in Washing- 
ton? As to some other measure that 
may be brought forward, it is vain to 
expect anything from the gold bugs 
but some jugylery by which silver is to 
be treated as a commodity. 

It was suggested in convention also 
that our members of Congress should 
be left free to vote for measures that 
would cause the maximum of four 
wnillions to be coined under the Bland 
Act. But that is not what we want. 
It is believed by some that to coin four 
millions monthly would enhance the 
value of silver bullion materially, bat 
this is certainly not certain. On the 
other band, it is believed by some that 
to repeal the Bland: Act would be to 
annihilate silver. This idea is cer- 
tainly not a fact. But I think I can 
suggest something that very many peo- 
ple will regard as a fact, and that is 
this: That the money changers of 
Wall street and London, hard pressed 
as they now are by the prospect of free 
coinage, would be willing to increase 
the monthly coinage, not only to four 
millions per month, but to four- 
teen millions, on condition that 
the people will stop the cry for justice 
or free coinage; and they will do this, 
too, without the votes of our Senators 
or Representatives. Allow the gold- 
bugs to treat silver as a commodity, 
and our compromise, or half-loaf, fel- 
low-citizens will be treated to a whole 
baking of them. But why should the 
friends of silver suggest any measures 
of compromise now, when the pros- 
pects of a grand vic in the near 
future are almost assured? The world 
moves. The spirit of Justice, like 
that of old John Brown, is marching 
the country and ‘the cotton raisers 
of the South were a us because 
they did not understand the true in- 
wardness of the power. Since 
then the friends of silver have met in 
mass convention af St. Louis.
